He had been so much persecuted by 
the incredulous that he had provided a 
secret place beneath the floor of his 
shop, where his last two machines were 
deposited. It was in the form of a 
vault, covered by a trap-door, which 
was locked, and the floor so replaced 
as to avoid suspicion. After his last 
illness commenced, he made known this 
secret to his family, who examined the 
spot carefully, and found the contents 
exactly as described. The night after 
his death, the shop was broken open, 
the floor taken up, the trap-door pried 
off, and both models stolen. It is

the inventor, and some prying eyes 
discovered the secret. . Fortunately the 
drawings are preserved, and there is a 
little machine, one of the earliest made, 
now running in Brooklyn, where it has 
kept up its ceaseless tickings for nearly 
six years. Mr. Hendrickson leaves a 
family of four sons and four daughters, 
all of them, we believe, given to in- 
ventions. Had he died ten years ago, 
how emphatically would it have been 
said that his life had been wasted in 
“the hopeless effort to obtain perpetual 
motion.”’—N.Y. Journal of Commerce.

WHAT SHALL BE DONE WITH 
THE BOYS? 


THEY are growing rapidly, some of 
them have already the deep voice of 
their hastening manhood; a decision as 
to their future calling should soon be 
made. This is too serious a matter to 
leave to mere chance. ‘Too many boys 
have been put to a particular trade or 
business merely because when old 
enough to do something for them- 
selves, @ vacancy occurred in that bu- 
siness, and nothing else offering at the 
time, the place was taken. Too often 
they have been like stones thrown into 
a wall without being fitted to a place; 
they have rested uneasily, “rolled” 
frequently, and gathered very little 
“moss.” Rather let the boy’s dispo- 
sition be studied, see for what he is 
best adapted, and let that be his call- 


ing. 

Bat few have deliberately chosen to 
make farmers of their boys, especially 
if they showed, or were supposed to 
show more than average talent. Nor 
can this be wondered at. So long as 
farming was chiefly mere manual la- 
bor, however favorable it might be, it 
could never take rank with those pro- 
fessiong that called out the powers of 
the mifid, and there is consequently a 
‘surplus engaged in professional call- 
ings. 

Agriculture is now taking rank as a 
science. Improved implements take 
off the burthen of labor, and- brains are 
doing what brawn formerly accom- 

lished. There need therefore be no 


esitation in choosing farming as a vo- 
cation for boys, and in educating 
to this end.
